First Will Be Ready in a Few

ALL TO BE STANDARDIZED 


Wood Alone Used for Construction 
of Hull—Cost of Each WiII 
Be About $350,000.° 


The United States Government award- 
ed yesterday to the Foundation Company 
of this city a contract for building, an 


indefinite number of wooden ships, part 
of the fleet which is to “ bridge’’ ‘the 
seas carrying food, munitions, and sup- 
plies to our allies. Tomorrow more than 
1,000 men will be put to work: building 
the plant near this city, which, when -it 
is running at maximum capacity, will 
be able to turn out one ship ready for 
service every ten’days. The plant. will 
occupy 55 acres, with 1,500 feet of water 
frontage. 

Everything has been in readiness for 
some time for the signing of the con- 
tract, it is said, and the builders, .the 
material makers, and the transportation 
companies have worked out’.a scheme 
of co-eperation. The reguit willbe, It 
is said, that the work will begin as 
though at.the firing of a starting gun. 


The right of way on all rajilroady will

The land on which the plant will spring 
up was leased to the Government ‘and 
the Foundation Compatiy ‘for a no 
sum by Joseph P.:. Day, the real éstate 
man, of this. city. “The plant will be’ up

When it is. working: at top 
speed 5,000 men will be employed work- 
ing in day and night shifts.

Spain Makes A New Protest 
Over U-Boat Attack on Ship 


MADRID, ‘April 28, (via Paris.)— 
Premier. Prieto has qnnounced that 
he has recajved official confirmation : 
of an attack ‘by a German sub- 
marine on the Spanish steamer 
Triana, and has addressed a strong 
protest to Germany. 

Details of the incident show that a 
few™minutes after a shell had been 
fired at the Triana, the commander 
of the submarine boarded the ship 
and offered excuses, insisting * that 
he only fired after the steamer had 
ignored a blank shot. The Captain 
of the Triana, in a.sworn statement, 
before the: Cadiz port authorities, 
affirms that neither he nor his crew 
heard any shot until the ship was 
struck by a shell. The Triana was 
going at reduced speed at the time, 
he says, and the Spanish colors were 
flying conspicuously.

WASHINGTON, April 28.—Recent re- 
ports that thé’ Wnited States Govern- 
ment was displeased with the éxcessive 
activity on the ‘part af Dr. Paul 8. 
Reinsch, Minister’ to China, in: connec- 
tion with the desire of Prekident Wil- 
son to havé othér neutral nations fol- 
low’ the - example. of this country in 
breaking off relations. with the Ger- 
man Government, appear to be ex- 
piained -by an article published in The 
Saturday Evening Post of this week, 
which states that a group of Americans 
and Australians, headed by Dr. Reinsch, 
formed what is called a ‘“‘ flying wedge ”’ 
and induced the President of the Chi- 
nese Republic to. sever diplomatic. in- 
tercourse with the autocracy at Berlin. 

The ‘article gains credence here be- 
eause the w&ter is Samuel 6G. Blythe, 
whose reputation for reliability is of 
the best. Mr. Blythe, who returned 
recently from China, is well acquainted 
with the questions of which the article 
treats and had superior means of ob- 
taining information as to the events he 
chronicles. ’ 

When the Chinese President hesitated 
to preak off relations, mainly because 
he thought Germany would win the war,

General Nivelle, who was chosen to 
succeed General Joffre, was second in 
command to Pétain. It was at Pétain’s 
suggestion, however, that Nivelle was 
closen. He was higkly comménded by 
Pétain, who was willing to retain his 
own subordinate position rather than 
take Joffre’s plate in order to maintain 
a principle.

May Even Join in the War—Business Interests Act, Recognizing

MONTEREY, Mexico, April '28.—Mex- 
ico probably will break off relations 
with the Central Powers within a few 
weeks and declare an alliance with the 
Entente Powers. Mexico's example 
will be followed by one other Central 
American power, possibly by Guatemala, 
also. [The breaking of relations by 
Guatemala was announced yesterday.]} 

The attitude of the various Govern- 
ment officials plainly shows that they 
have received orders from higher up.

In. the northern cities -which are near 
the border there is a strohg movement 
afoot among the’ business men and the 
rich farmers to force: action..

Senaters 
and Congressmen demanding that they 
take action at.once. While there are a 
number of Senators who are known to 
be pro-German yet there are enough 
others who'realize the danger th&t 
Mexico is im. It is expected that when 
this matter is presented before the 
Senate it will cause a stormy session, 
yut the motion will pass with 2 large 
‘majority. . 

The German influence with the Mex- 
ican people in the northern part of the 
republic has been very much overesti- 
mated, as the majority of thinking men 
see the danger and are tired of revolu- 
tions and trouble. Business men want 
peace and an opportunity to work. 

While the majority of Mexicans do 
not love the United States, yet they well 
understand that they must have the: 
friendship of Uncle Sam to avoid ruin. 
As one of the largest business men in 
Monterey stated to the correspondent 
ae morning: 

** We do not love the Americans, as 
an blame them for the Villa trouble, 
which igs the only obstacle’ that pre- 
vents Mexico from getting on her feet. 
If-the United States would not allow, 
Villa to get ammunition Mexico would 
be at. peace within three months. We 
cannot believe that the United States 
are.our friends until we see that they 
are willing to assist us. We do not love 
your people, yet we realize that we must 
have your co-operation.

MANUALS BEING REVISED 


Every Phase of Trench War and All 
the Modern. Uses of Artillery 
to be Studied in Camps. 


WASHINGTON, April 28.—Soldiering 
will take on an pspect entirely new to 
American military science when train- 


ing of the forces to be assembled under 
the Draft bill begins at the sixteen train- 
ing cantonments. Careful plans laid by 
War Department officials provide for | 
the application immediately of every | 
lesson learned from European battle- 
fields, and much of the work,to be done | 
will be new even to men fecently in 
army instruction: camps. 

The Army War College has prepared 
new training manuals based on the lat- 
est information from the trenches of the 
fighting fronts, gathered from man 
sources. Stipplemental regulations will 
cover evenm more detailed information 
brought by the British and French of- 
ficers here as members of the war mis- 
sions. 

The American training system: prob- 
ably, will follow to some extent that used 
in Canada, where the instructors have 
made every effort to reproduce as close- 
ly as possible conditions. at the-front. 
Sections of trench have been built at the 
Canadian camps, duplicating important 
parts of the lines in France held by Ca- 
nadian troops. Training in eftending 
these works and running saps or erect- 
ing entanglements has gone on to the 
accompaniment of actual] shell fire so as 
to harden the nerves of the troops as 
well as their muS&cles. 

To carry out this scheme the Canadians 
have placed batteries opposite ithe 
trenches and kept up a steady fire at 
certain designated points. The infantry- 
men under training have done their work 
night and day with shrapnel bursting 
close to them. .The officers, of course, 
know the posts to be pounded by the 
guns, and keep the men out of danger. 

Another work that will be new to 
American troops will be bombi prac- 
tice. Every company will have its sec- 
tion of grenadiers to clear the way into 
a disuted trench, It requires practice to 
perfect men in thrs revised art of war, 
and it requires practice also to teach men 
to act instinctively in repelling bombing 
parties. 


Machine Gun Work All New. 


Machine gun work will be revolution- 
ized. In Great Britain a separate ma- 
chine gun corps has been created to turn 
out complete machine gun companies, 
which handle the heavy, water-cooled 


Vickers-Maxim guns on defensive lines. 
In each company are skilled mechanics 
to make repairs, highly trained gunners, 
packers and ammunition handlers. 
Among the line troops are scattered 
great numbers of light machine rifles 
for offense, one man carrying a gun and 
several following him up with ammuni- 
tion as he creeps forward from shell hole 
to shell hole in the very front line of 
each attacking wave. With the artillery 
all the complicated mechanism for cur- 
tain and barrage fire must be provided 
for. It takes long training to fit gun- 
ners for this work, and absolute cer- 
tainty of the lines of communication with 
the observation posts. 

So for cach element of the army there 
are days of endless of toi] ahead. The 
signal men, engineers, aviators, balloon 
men; the men who work the great guns 
far behind the fighting lines, the per- 
sonne] of the transport trains — am- 
bulance corps; every cog in the intri- 
eate machinery o modern warfare 
must be taught its place and trained 
to co-ordinate to form a great fighting 
machine. ; . -

Petain Sixty-one Years Old. 

Henri Philippe Petain is sixty-one 
years old; and is said to look fifty.. Like 
many another General, in the present 
war he is a discovery‘of “‘ Papa” Jof- 
fre.. At the beginning of the war he 
was a retired Colonel, noted®* for his 
virile character and his technical knowl- 
edge. Joffre made him a Brigadier Gen- 
eral and with that rank he took part 
in. the terrible retreat from Charleroi in 
the early weeks of the war. ‘He then 
passed rapidly through the grades of 
Divisional--General, Army -.Corps Com- 
mander, and finally Army Commander. 
In May and June, 1915, his army corps 
took a brilliant part in the Allied of- 
fensive in Artois, and, in the following 
Octeber, he was responsible in a still 
larger degree for the French success in 
Champagne. ,

WEST'TO JOININ WAR 


Thousands in Chicago Applaud 
Demand That ‘Nation Exert 
All Its Might. 


URGES. ARMY BE SENT NOW|! 


Colonel Pleads for Own Division— 
Wants Use of Grain for 
Drinks Barred. : 


CHICAGO, April 28. — ‘‘ Farm and 
arm!” With this-battle cry Theodore 
Roosevelt entered Chicago today and 
in .two stirring. speeches urged that 
every energy of the ‘entire nation be 
directeqd toward making the potential 
might of the United States felt in the 
war against Germany, and he demanded 
that not an hour be lost in dispatching 
troops to the trenches. 

His ‘first speech was made at & 
lunclteon at noon, his second at a mass 
meeting in the immense amphitheatre 
at the. steckyards, where ‘the thou- 
sands who applauded his words were 
numerically exceedeq@ by the crowds 
turned away in disappointment when it 
became necessary to close the doors. 

The Colonel advocated both universal 
training as a poragent policy and 
conscription, but he pbkeaded that he 
hould be allowed to recruit a’ division 
For immediate service with: the Allies. 
He was roundly applauded when he 
urged that during the war the use of 
= for ‘the manufacture of alcoholic 

everages be prohibited. - 

*“*T want to get Americans into the 
trenches of France at the earliest pos- 
sible moment, to show our allies that 
we are as ready as they to shed our 
blood for the cause of democracy,” he 
said. He declared that he wished to 
find service for those efficient men 
who would be left on the sjdelines 
under military policies so far. under 
discussion—for men whd could not get 
éonscripted.

$6,911,000 FOR CATHEDRAL. 


Work on Nave Contracted For— 
Gerard Tells of War Ruins. 


The annual meeting of the Cathedral 
League of St. John the Divine was held 
yesterday in Synod Hall, 110th Street. 
Bishop David H. Greer, James W. Ger- 
ard, and officers of the league made ad- 
dresses. 

The Bishop said he was hopeful that 
the affairs of the world would be s0 
quieted by next year that the comple- 
tion. of the cathedral could proceed with- 
out interruption. He mentioned the 
fact that a contract had been given for 
work on the nave aggregating $ ,000, 
which is to be completed by March, 1918. 

The report of the Treasurer showed 
that $6,911,263 had been contributed since 
the cathedral was started. Of this 
amount $1,300,000 is an endownment. He 
said the annual budget was $95,000 and 
that in order to safeguard this the en- 
sige | et fund should be brought up 

2.000, 000.

Soned: By its very nature o 7ecuen’ is 
more imperiled by’ the w: any 
other sport and it is perfectly evident 
that it would be hazardous and fool- 
hardy to attempt ocean races such as 
the Biock Islang event and others of a 
similar nature. These have alr 
gone by the board,’ for the New Yor 
Yacht Club and other clubs have‘ de- 
cided to hold no races. for the-forty or 
fifty’ footers and yachts of. larger -di- 
mensions... ‘This, of course, is a. re- 
striction, but it is a restriction of the 
sport impelled by necessity rather than 


vice. 
Races for the small a boats, the thirty- 
rs and those of lesser ‘dimensions, 
probably go along as scheduled tn- 
less something; at this time unforeseen, 
develops.

LATIN-AMERICAN SUPPORT, 

The action of ‘Guatemala in eriaking 
diplomatic relations with Germany 
was not unexpected. The President of 
that republic, EsTRADA CaBRERA, has 
frequently manifested his friendship 
for the United States and his desire to 
uphold democratic principles. As a 
probable prelude to the entrance of 
Guatemala into the womd war, how- 
ever, the action is most welcome. With 
the co-operation of the northern re- 
public of Central America’ the ‘needful 
control of the Caribbean ‘will be meas- 
urably, strengthened, while the use of 


warships will be invaluable. There is 
no doubt whatever of the friendship of 
Nicaragua, while Salvador has offered 
the use of her harbors to the United 
States.

BRITISH TRADE .AND THE SUB- 

The figures of- British trade for 
March show that the imports were ten 
million pounds greater than for Feb- 
ruary, and five million pounds smaller 
than for March, 1916. That reverses 
the showing for February, which was 
twenty millions of pounds below Jan- 
uary, and thee million above February, 
1916. The significance of the figures 
lies In their disclosure of the résuits of 
the ruthless submarine warfare. It is 
not to be denied that there are con- 
siderable charlges, but they seem to be 
of the sort that the English authorities 
desire. If the submarines were mas- 
ters of British commerce there would 
not be a gain of imports of foodstuffs 
by £663,000. Whether the comparison 
is with a month or a year ago; England 
is surely that much further removed 
‘from scarcity, not to mention starva- 
tion. ‘On the \other hand, there were 
considerable decreases of raw mate- 
rails, especially cotton 29 wool. That 
is not a favorable economic indica- 


tion, but it. serves to show that trade! 


is under control, and that the increases 
are according to the desire of the au- 
thorities, and not as the enemy dic- 
tates. It Is to be remembered that the 
Government not long ago voluntarily 
adopted the policy of restricting im- 
ports to economize cargo space, and 
published a list of articles not to be 
imported.

*Ithe Government of Norway by destroy- 
ing its property?’ Sweden has been 
pro-German, but Saturday's dispatches 
report ““a sharp revulsion in favor of 
the Entente.” The effect of the sub- 
marine blockade has been to make 
Denmark hungry, but an embargo on 
our exports would haye the contrary 
result. If the cattlevof Denmark can- 
not be fed from fodder. which must 
come from here, the animals must be 
killed for food of either Denmark or 
Germany. The Danes might prefer to 
trade with the Entente, but there are 
the difficulties of the . submarine 
blockade: ‘In Holland the situation is 
the same. The fodder problem makes 
it necessary to kill or export all ani- 
majs, and imports are necessary if in- 
dustry is to bé maintained. 

It is hard to doubt that the most 
important present results of the ruth- 
less submarine warfare should be 
looked for among the neutrals, rather 
than in British trade. If the neutrals 
were not terrorized they would break 
with Germany. The application of the 
facts igs thus ‘expressed by JEAN 
HERBETTE in the Echo de Paris, as 
cabled to THE TIMES: 

The Allies contracted with certain 
neutrals not to hinder exports under 
certain conditions. In view of present 
conditions the Ajlies should cancel 

- such agreements. Neutrals should be 
made to choose between supplying Ger- 
many or cease receiving supplies from 
overseas.

THE JAPANESE. ELECTIONS. 

The Emperor of Japan dissolved the 
House of Representatives in January. 
Count TERAUCHI, the Premier, insist- 
ed that the ration could be governed 
by a Cabinet which, like his own, had 
né ‘parliamentary majority, The dis- 
solution. of the House was'his arswer. 
In conservative ‘theory, which has 
been justified, as the election returns 
show, the Emperor’ expresses his ‘dis- 
pleasure with thé House by dissolving 
it. The election of a new House gives 
a Government majority. The Govern- 
ment’s’ strength is estimated at 217 
seats, the Opposition at ‘161. In view 
of the fluid condition ‘of\ Japanese par- 
ties, the ease with “which they’ are 
tormed and broken, and. the looseness 
of ‘party dilegiance as distinguished 
from adherence to great political per- 
sonages, the triumph of Count TEs 
RAUCHI is notable, 

The Opposition press attributes it 
to the power of the. Government and 
the indifference of the voters, who 
are perhaps a thirty-third of the 
whole population, and apathy as to 
the constitutional issue. The power 
of the Government was exercised to 
the fullest extent by ‘the Okuma Min- 
istry in the elections of March, 1915. 
The constitutional issue. was largely 
illusory. For thirty-five or ° forty 
years Marquis Okuma labored stead- 
‘ily for party government,. Ministeria} 
responsibility, internal-‘reform. His 
long services, his brilliant personality, 
his wealth, were devoted iargely and 
generously to those ends, If there 
had been no European war he might 
have continued faithful to his prin- 
ciples.. The war swept away all im- 
mediate hope of retrenchment, car- 
ried him into that “ vigorous’”’ foreign 
policy of which the famous twenty- 
four Semands on China are a speci- 
men,’ and. wrecked in a Highly prac-’ 
tical opportunism the fine liberal 
program. Anti-militarism, anti-au- 
tecracy, anti-bureaucracy, party gov- 
ernment, representative wis ar 
went by the board. 

This was inevitable, nor is it for 
foreigners to criticise this salient and) 
powerful statesman for yielding to ir- 
resistible facts. Ifo and Katsura 
changed their principles radically,

It 
struggled to breast the tide of Northern 
attack on Southérn soil. It did not seek 
to subjugate the North. It sought to 
prevent the North from subjugating its 
own rights and-its own people. Upon 
the other hand, Germany’s entire war 
pian has+been saturated with, purpose to. 
subjugate pther nations. “For forty 
‘years it has prepared for just this sort 
of objective—and it has prosecuted. that 
line of endeavor since it first harried 
and devastated the fair lands and his- 
toric cities of neutral Belgium with the 
iron hoof of war. Indeed, if there be 
analogy at all between Hohenzollerns 
and either party to our civil war, it is 
between them and the North—the invad- 
ing, the aggressive, the destroying 
North, rather than the South, + whose 
sword was drawn on its own soil; to 
vindicate its own rights—whose troops 
but for a short interval, fought on its 
own soil; whose pufpose,'‘like Belgium’s 
purpose, was to defend a guaranteed 
right embodied in a sacred compact, 
against the host and hordes of a 
mightier empire. . 

It could well be wished that Tux 
Times had not sought to carry its fal- 
laciously conceived parallel further;

The Extent bes America’s Interest (i 
ae Allies Are Fig 
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To the Biditor of The'Now York Times!’ 

Making war against Germany, the Uni: 
ted States makes With the Entente Pow- 
ors « spiritual alliance cemented by 
democratic {fdeals, a working alliance 
enlisting our financial afd ‘and what- 
ever reinforcement on sea and land shall 
speed a victorious peace. The Great 
Alliance is a fact. Should it crystallize 
rinto form? 

A formal alliance {is not discouraged 
by. the familiar warning régarding Eu- 
rope in Washington's Farewell. Address 
—that “it must be unwise to: implicate 
ourselves by artificial ties in the yicissi- 
tudes of her politics or in the ordinary: 
combinations or collisions of her friend: 
ships. or enmitied."* This broad counsel 
is followed by the shrewdly discrimi- 
natirig advice: “’Tis our true policy’ to 
steer cleat-of permanent alliance with 
any portion of the foreign world. * * -* 
Taking; care always to keep ourselves by 
suitable establishments on a respectably 
defensive posture, we may safely trust 
to temporary alliances for extraordinary 
emergencies.’” An extraordinary emer- 
gency now makes an alliance permissible. 
What ‘considérations of. fact, of law, 
of diplomacy bear on the question of 
its expediency? 

At London, on Nov, 30, 1915, the British 
| Foreign Secretary and the Ambassadors 
acoredited to Great Britain by France, 
Italy, Japan, and Russia signed on be- 
half of their respective Governments an 
agreement whéreby these Governménts 
* mutually engage not to conclude peace 
separately during the present war. The 
five Governments agree that, when the 
terms of peace come to be discussed, 
no one of the Allies wijl demand condj- 
tions of peace without the ° previous’ 
agreement of each of the other’ Alfies.”’ 
An agreement of like tenor had been 
made in September, . 1914, by Great 
Britain, France, and sia, to which 
Japan adhered in October, ‘ 

No authorization by Congress is 
needed ; nor the Senate’s approval, as for 
a treaty. While the. Compact ranks with 
a treaty in hortorable obligation, it is 
essentially a military measure—an: ex- 
ecutive agreement. Emphasizing the 
right of the President to sign the Com- 
pact of London our adhesion would be 
impolitic, both from our stanppint and 
that of the Entente. 

The President could sign this Com- 
pact in virtue of his. right, nay, his 
duty, as Commander in Chief, to make, 
if circumstances warrant, an agreement 
with brothers In arms that will at once 
solidify the striking power of the entire 
group and avert the possibility that 
withdrawals of recalcitrant members 
might leave the Republic in the lurch—a 
precaytion happily of academic interest 
in the present case, 

The “peace” which, according to the 

Compact, the signatories ‘purpose to 
“conclude"’ and the ‘“ terms"? and 
** conditions ” thereof all -point to an 
agreement marking the end of the war. 
Could the German Government. stale- 
mate a-hostile world, the war might end 
with ah unconditional truce, followed 
by a Congress of Nations wherein that 
Government, might cleverly drown some 
of the burning issues of the great war 
in the sea of a very broad discussion, 
and, playing off one natiop agaihst an- 
other, emerge’ at least first among 
}equals, with the Prussian-4sS8tate ’’ en- 
couraged. to renew ‘its. sinteter preten-~ 
sions to dominanee, ‘ 
. No stélemate now! The Entente Pow- 
érs are well on the way to a victory 
intensified by the support of the United 
States—to conquest, if the Prussian 
* State,” obstinate alike to the Great 
Alliance and to the interests of thé Ger- 
man: people, will have it so. In what 
environment and with what purposes 
shall peate conditions be actually im- 
posed 2 

There is in the world a multitude 
addicted to- noisy self-expression, hail- 
ing every ‘‘ convention ’” as an event, 
every ‘‘ resolution ” an achievement, and 
coveting the badge of the ‘‘ delegate ” 
as an emblem of distinction. ‘‘ ‘ Every- 
thing among them talketh, nothing suc- 
ceedeth any longef and accomplisheth 
itself.

world as nearly civilized as it is today. | 
Now it is. the transportation of persons 
and things in Europe which fs doing so 
much to destroy the unfinished struc- 
ture that civilization has thus far 
reared. 

Germany opened the war with prac- 
tical .démonstration -of the military 
value of transportation in several ways. 
Her) mobilization was marvelous in ‘its 
spéed, because of the efficiéncy of. het 
transportation system and the skill- with 
which it had been planned ‘beforehand 
for just sucha service. Her rish into 
and through Belgium was marked: by 
use cf guns that constituted @ distinct 
advance {in . military transportation. 
Never before had -it been believed pos- 
sible to use such huge engines of de- 
struction as Germany. brought into serv- 
ice on that occasion and hatidled With 
amazing speed aid comparative ease. 
Gérmany was able to tight first on one 
front iand then on the other, across her 
entire territory, because she had takén 
thought beforehand of such an emer- 
gency and had We répared the transpor- 
tation. Heg railways and -her roads 
were designed and constructed for the 
oe of armies and. their. sup- 

ar was the central thought.of 
their builders. The events of the last 
two-and a half ypare are proving that 
these. builders did their thinking of 
transportation matters very well. 

This being the case, it was not espe- 
cially surprising to me to find in Ger- 
many that trarisportation is a ‘“ military 
matter’. in the.sense that. it is not 
Ciscussed for publication. There seems 
to be .a -very intimate understanding 
betwéen the censorates and the news- 
papers on this subject, and during the 
time 7 was in’Germany I did not s@e-a 
single item in any néwspaper bearing 
upon the condition of Germany's trans- 
pottation system in such a way as to 
furnish the least clue to its rea 
tion.:: I. was Interested -in: the: matter 
myself... Many stories had been. told 
me about the condition of the German 
railways. It was said that. their road- 
beds ‘were run down, that their rolling 
stock was almost used p, that their 
motive power was decrepit and creak- 
ing, and: in prara! the -picture painted 
was that. of a transportation system 
about to fall to pieces’ from .old age 
and ovérwork. It was asserted with 
special. frequency that the lac 
had had a most depressing effect upon 
the rolling stock, and that wheels 
shrieked their, way in shrill protest all 
across, the Empire. 

Ne Sign of Breaking Down. < 

Then it came my turn to have per- 
sonal expérience. Of course, the oil yarn 
was nonsense. » Unoiled‘ carwheels do 
not scréam ‘madly across country. They 
put An. a much ‘more. effective protest 
with’ hot bearings. smoke and’ flame, 
ruined axles, if too long persisted in,‘ 
and that sort of thing. The yarns 
about decrepit rolling stock were not 
much nearer the mark, so far‘as I 
was able to observe, although in cer- 
tain particulara the passenger cars do 
show .the effects of war.: They reveal 
the lack of care by cleaners and paint- 
ers, and they have pretty’ much the 
appearanee’ of a good’ many of the 
suits of clothes that you see men wear- 
ing. about in Berlin and other cities— 
suits that have been worn so long that 
they do not respond readily or for long 
to the caresses and endearments of the 
cleaner and presser. As to freight: cars, 
I was not able to notice anv particular 
ceterioration. But that is no proof 
that such deterioration does- not exist 
2nd in vital degree. It is a tall order 
for.one man to attempt to cetermine 
bv personal observation what the con- 
dition of the rolling stock of the Ger- 
man railways ts.

MUST PASS FLYING TEST 


Three Months the Ordinary Dura- 
tion of Training Necessary to 
Win a ‘Commission. 


Fully 3,000 young men; since the war 
against the. German Goyernment began, 
have sought to learn from the Aero 
Club of America how to become enrolled 
in‘ the aviatton section of the Officérs’ 
Reserve Corps. Most of these young 
men said that they had. little knowledge 
of aviation, but they wanted to. become 
fliers. To answer ajl the individual in- 
quiries was impossible, so ‘the Aero 
Club prepared a catechism. for would-be 
officers. 

At the outset questions and answers 
bring out the information that the Offi- 


cers’ Reserve Corps acts as @ reserve 
to thé aviation section of defense.. The 
members assumé the obligation to serve 
fifteen days each year in time of peace, 
and in time of war are subject to’ the 
call of the President. The applicant 
must ‘show that he possesses a college 
education or its equivalent in experience 
of a military, technical, executive, or 
other nature. The applicant must pos- 
sess letters of recommendation from 
three reputable persons. In case of pre- 
vious military service, the aplicant Rota 
submit statements of satisfactory sefv- 
ice. The ‘physical examination is the 
me as that required for applicants for 
aviation service in the regular army. 
It is a thorough examination, posttest 
about two and a half hours. 
stress is laid on good hearing and. oye- 
‘sight. As to the flying requirements the 
catechism says: , 

‘“‘The applicant must pass, before be- 
ing commissioned, the Reserve Military 
Aviator’s flying test. _ Unless he can 
pass this flying test he will not be given 
a commission. He will be assisted by 
the United States in obtaining the train- 
ing necessary to fit him: for a commis- 
sion, provided he meets the other re- 
quirements. 

‘The course of training will ordi- 
narily take at least three months, and 
the applicant will be required to undergo 
both poeitasy and aviation training. This 
training will take place at schools main- 
tained under the supervision of the War 
Department. One of them is now estab- 
lished at Mineola, L. I.; another at 
Memphis, Tenn., and others. will 
opened as enpor canny permits. Civilian 
schools may also signaetd by the 
War Department. "Re present there ar 
two of these, the Curtiss Aviation Schoo 
at Newport News, Va., and the school 
at Miami, Fla.’ 

All expenses, it is stated, will be paid 
by the Government if the applicant is 
enlisted ‘in the Aviation Section of the 
Signal Enlisted Reserve. Corps. ,It is 
not nece’sary to enlist, however, to 
receive training as a flying ofticer.

LESS THAN CHARGEDABROAD 


Does Not Affect Policies Already 
' - Issued—Extra Charge to Run 
for Duration: of. War. 


A. committee representing the con- 
vention of State Insurance Commission- 
ers and .a committee representing more 
than 100 insurance companies in thé 
United States agreed yesterday at the 
Hotel Astor to fecommend to all in- 
surance companies in the United States 
a uniform type of insurance policy for 
insuring men entering the military and 


urged not to charge less than $387.50 
per year for each $1,000 of war risk in- 
surance in addition.to the regular pre- 
mium. eo 

The rate of $87.50 a year applies only 
to those who take out insurance at the 
time of entering service, or within 
thirty-one days thereafter. If a man 
fails to take out insurance at this 
period and applies for a policy several 
months later, when he is actually or- 
dered to the front, it {s assumed that 
the risk is increased considerably and 
the individual insurance companies are 
free to fix increased charges in such 


cases. 

The minimum of $87.50 is fixed with 
the understasding that this rate will 
prevail for the first year, or until the 
experience of the insurance companies 
makes it appear that the rate is exces- 
sive or insufficient. This rate is far 
below that which is being charged aoe 
—s of the belligerents now engages 
in the war. The rate on Canadians has 
varied from $100 to $150 per thousan 
of insurance, and the rate in Englan 
is allowed to be as high as $210. It was 
reported that some insurance .com- 
panies in England had been forced, be- 
cause the deaths were far more nu- 
merous than was. anticipated, to refuse 
to issue war ies.

BARBWIRE USED IN WAR 
86,000 MILES IN LENGTH 
American Steel Export Company | 
Has Sold More Than 12,000 
Tons to the Allies. 


‘The American Steel Export Company 
announces that its shipments of barb 
wire to the allied armies: total more 
than 12,000 tons, which, if stretched into 
a single line, would extend 86,000 miles. 
The shipments have been in~-progress 
ever since trench warfare was first 'un- 
dertaken on a big scale in France and 
Russia, 

“The product is rot the ordinary 
barb wire,’ says the company, “ but a 
special military type, very heavy ‘and 
strong, with great four-pointed barbs 
and painted the grim olive drab of war. 
sThe wire is made up in different ways, 
sometimes coiled ir a special manner 
and held by a single strand, go that it 
might be tossed bodily out in front of 
a trench and the binding strand sev- 
ered, allowing the whole coil to burst 
open and unwind like a great clock 
spring, covering the front of-the trench 
with a tangled mass impenetrable to 
attacking troops. 

**On other occasions, when time per- 
mitted, the barb wire has been woven 
into wonderful and intricate defensive 
works laid out on exact geometric lines. 
They offer the greatest possible ob- 
struction to advancing troops, and yet 
allow egress for the troops in ‘the 
trenches ,when it comes their turn to 
advance.”’

PREFERS ; LOANS TO TAXES. 


Professor Seligman Suggests Plan 
for Financing the War. 


Faulty finance is the most dangerous 
pitfall into which the United States 
cculd be ensnared at the outset of the 
war, says Edwin R. A. Seligman of 
Columbia University, in the latest of 
the Columbia war papers in which, co-+ 
operating with Robert Murray Haig, he 
shows how the United States may fi- 
nancé teh yar by plans radically differ- 
ent from any followed in previous wars. 
Financial preparedness is his keynote. 

Professor Seligman’s paper is one of 
the series of pamphlets published as 
part of the mobilization for war serv- 
ices by Columbia University. The aim 
of these publications is to place prac- 
tical, constructive suggestions for na- 
tional efficiency in. the presént crisis 
before the men and women by whose 
co-operation the work is to be accom- 
plished. 

Loans rather than income taxes aré 
the means Professor Seligman advocates 
for paying the current expenses of the 
war. if the war is short, he says, our 
problem will be insi; ificant. the 
other hand, the experience of our allies 
in adopting early fiscal policies based 
on the ass sumption hat the war would 
end abruptly and éarly shows the United 
States that it must prepared for & 
long and expensive struggle. 


TREASON OF MIRKO. 


Montenegrin Prince Betrays Cousin. 
Who Is Executed by Austrians. 


The Geneva correspondent of the 
Swiss wireless, with headquarters at 
Berne, reports, under date of April 5, 
the details of acts of treason and. treach- 
ery alleged to have been conimitted by 
Prince Mirko of Montenegro, second son 
of King Nicholas. 

It has already been reported that after 
the Austrian occupation of Montenegro 
Prince Mirko went to Vienna in a vain 
attempt to secure his father’s throne 
for himself. But it has remained for 
the Geneva correspondent to tell the 
story of what followed: 

“He was allowed te return to his 
residence at Cettinje. When in the 
earlier stages of the war the Montene- 
grins had invaded the southern regions 
of Dalmatia they had been welcomed by 
the Serbian inhabitants of these Aus- 
trian provinces. One of these Serbians 
of Austrian nattonality, Djuro Zeno- 
vitch by name, was appointed by the 
Montenegrin Government to be admin- 
istrator of the Austrian yoni occu- 
pied by the Montenegrin arm 

“When the Meabeneatine "retreated 
Zenovitch fled, and tried to concéal him. 
self in the mountains of Montenegro. 
Hunted there 7 Austrian troops, he 
contrived to rea oo and took ref- 
uge. in Prince Mirko's house. He 
claimed Prince Mirko’s help and protec- 
tion by reagon of the fact that he is 
first cousin to King Nicholas and is 
first cousin once removed to Prince 
Mirko himself. Prince Mirk lencetng 
the claim of kinship, immediate] aw a 
ed over Zénovitch to the Austrian au- 
thorities.

tively small amount of $8,145,000 repre- 
@ents subscriptions of the Federal Re- 
gerve Banks themselves, both for own 

unt and on behalf of certain member 
nks. 

Other items showing the effect of the 

rve Banks’ system in the loan oper- 

m and of the concentration of funds 
ik New York for the credit and use of 
the Government are gold and cash re- 
serves, which show increases for the 
week of $17,400,000 and $11,500,000 re- 
spectively; uncollected items, which in- 
creased $87,900,000, of which $17,000,000 
represents the increage in the amount of 
transfer drafts bought; Government de- 
posits, which gained $57,700,000, or 
$7,500,000 more than‘ the portion of the

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TEMPORARY FRANCHISE. 


Third .Ward, Residents of Queens 
Want Trolley Extension. 


Property owners and residents of Col- 
lege Point, Whitestone, Flushing, and 
other sections of the Third Ward, Borough

Famcus Landmark on Lower Broad- 
way at Auction This Week. 


The Stewart Building, one of the 
famous landmarks in lower New York, 
covering the: easterly Broaiiway block 
front between Chamber's and Reade 
Streets, will be sold at auction next 
Tuesday in the Vesey*Street salesroom 
by Joseph P. Day.

her own armies. 

Sydney Brooks - attributed the failure 
of one of the British loans early in the 
war to win subscribers in Chicago to

’ needs and activities of England. 


-Another misfortune which everybody 
agrees was due very largely to the Brit-

home papers could arouse because of 
the handicap put upon them in printing 
the news that the people wanted. 

And, to cite one more of several mis- 
takés that may. be justly linked up 
with the unreasonable censorship, the 


. bungling of the Dardanelles campaign is 


charged, in part, at least, against the 
inability of the people and their repre- 


‘sentatives to protest in time because of 


their ignorance of the whole matter, 
Austria began the war with a censor- .

As much as $40,000 has been spent on - 


interior decorations. Tapestries, Orign- 
tal rugs, and antiques of great value 
adorn the rooms. In the culinary -de- 
partment every-equipment that can add 
to sanitation is provided. One of these 
is-an incinerator which burns all garbage 
as fast as it accumulates. The ice man 
need not come around. An artificial 
refrigeration room makes all the ice for 
the family. 

The greatest contrast of all is the dif- 
ference in the quality and price of apart- 
ments found now with those on the same 
sites ten years ago. A family that a decade 
ago moved out of a $1,600 apartment on 
Park Avenue into a home may now re- 
‘turn to the sametrumber and pay $14,000 
a year for an apartment. Instead of the 
old house with four apartments ‘to the 
floor, renting at from $1,200 to $1,600 a 
year, the family will find a seventeen- 
story buiiding, with apartments ranging 
in size from 12 to 22 rooms, the lowest 
being $4,500. The building is nearing 
completion, and the change in the prices 
and the quality of the apartments illus- 
irates the transformation that in ten 
years has taken place on Park Avenue, 
and is also characteristic of the transfor- 
mation i. the whole apartment house dis- 


trict: 


At another Park Avenue address the 
vest seven-room apartment could former- 
ly be rented for $1,500, but there is now 
a twelve-story building on the spot with 
one fourteen-room apartment to the floor 
at an annual rental of $7,000. 

The increasing popularity of apart- 
ments is marked by two effects—first, by 
the ‘number of private residences. on the 
market for sale or lease; second, by the 
most active demand for high-priced 
apartments in the history of the city. 
Fifth Avenue itself bears prominent 
marks of this change. Houses of more 
than one family, famous in the social an- 
nals of the city, have been torn dowa 
to make room for an apartment house, 


ard those who have watched this devel- - 
" opment and know the prodigious economic 


ferce behind it, say that the owners of 
the great homes on upper Fifth Avenue, 
in order to protect themselves from a 
steady increase of encroachments, will 
have to buy.property near them. 

There are now four large apartment 
houses of new construction on upper 
Fifth Avenue, and another is under way. 
As an instance of the effect of this 
movement, in the half block below Sixty- 


_ third Street one house bears the sign 


“To let,” a seen “For sale,” and a 
third, “ Sold.” 

There are now fifty modern apartment 
houses on Park Avenue, the development 


_ of the last decade. Eight large ones are 


being built,’one of which will be the 
largest in the world, occupying a block. 
In the cross streets in this and_ other 
residential sections are many apartments 
of recent construction. Yet the demavd 


is short of the supply. This year_prices 
have_advanced from 10 to 15 per cent., 
with the -prospect of another increase 
next year. A representative of one of 
the largest agencies of high-class apart- 
ment houses says there are practically 


no vacancies from $6,000 up; that in .

HE question of increasing the 
food supply has never until 
now been seriously considered 
in the United States, as we 
have always produced a sur- 
plus and been rather large ex- 

porters of food. European countries, 
however, have all given more or less at- 
tention to this in the past, as most of 
.them have had to import considerable 
food. Also, each nation had looked to the 


time when a great European war might 


occur and the nation might be more or 
less isolated or cut off from its regular 
importations. Since the great war began 
practically all European nations have 
taken steps toward increasing their home 
food supply, but it has taken at least 
three years under great pressure to work 
out an. adequate plan for bringing about 
this increase, even in a temporary way. 

In the last few months we have begun 
to think about the question in the United 
States because of the unusually high 
price of food and our entrance into war 
and the fact that we are to be called 
upon to supply enormous quantities of 
food to Europe for several years— 

The problem is especially important 
in the Northeastern part of the United 
States, where a large proportion of the 
food is shipped in from points on an 
average a thousand miles distant. In the 
last few months it has been almost im- 
possible at times to ship an adequate 
flour supply from the Middle West, and 
there would doubtless be an actual short- 
age in the Eastern United States, due to 
lack of transportation, if a considerable 
proportion of our railroad equipment was 
used for military purposes. 

The question then arises, What can be 
done in New York State, or, for that mat- 
ter, in any other State, to increase the 
home food supply? To eliminate general 
discussion and make the subject concrete, 
I shall consider the problem for New York 
Stare alone. Before taking the matter 
up, however, it would be well to examine 
briefly the situation in England and the 
steps they have taken to meet the prob- 
lem. In many ways the situation in 
England and New York State is similar. 

The first consideration is that of avail- 
able land for food production, and next 
the fertilizer and labor supply necessary 
to produce the crops. The English Gov- 
_ ernment has made a thorough study of 
the situation in England. It was real- 
ized from the first that the actual home 
food supply in England was small as 
compared with the home food supply of 
Germany. 

A careful study and analysis of the 
food production in England, as compared 
with that of Gérmany, was made by C. 
H. Middleton and reported to the English 
Board of Agriculture and Fisheries in 
1916. In this it was pointed out that the 
average yield per acre was about the 
same as that for Germany, but that in 
Germany a much larger proportion of 
the arable land was used for producing 
food crops. The principal data as to the 
use of land are shown in the following 
table:7

On every 100-acre farm in Germany 
the farmer grows 46 acres of. grain, 
while only 19.5 acres are grown in Eng- 
ldnd. Om every 100 acres the German 
farmer grows 10.4 acres of potatoes 
and the English farmer only 1.6: acres. 
The result is, according to the caréful 
calculations of Mr. Middleton, in which 
he made due allowance for all imports 
and exports of food, that on each 100 
acres of cultivated. land “the British 
farmer feeds 45 to 50 persons and the 
German farmer feeds 70 to 75 persons.” 

Soon after the war broke out, the 
English Government began working on 
plans to inereasé the hdme food supply. 
It. is probable that little was accom- 
plished for the Summer of 1915, although 
the Government attempted to furnish 
more or less labor to farmers for that 
season. In 1916 a greater effort was 
made to increase the food supply, but 
the response was probably not great on 
the part of the farmers, due to the un- 
certainty of securing laber and their 
hesitation completely to reorganize the 
farming system in order te meet what 
appeared to be only a temporary situa- 
tion. 

However, as the problem has become 
more serious, it has been necessary’ for 
the English Government to take the 
agricultural situation in hand and make 
as complete provision as possible for the 
maximum food production in 1917. It is 
apparent at once from an examination of 
the above figures that the first step 
would be to break up large proportions 
ef the grass land and put it into culti- 
vated crops, suchas potatoes and wheat. 
This has been apparent from the first, 
but it has taken some time to find the 
proper method of “procedure in order to 
bring about this result. The principal 
steps which have been taken up to the 
present time are as follows: 

1.‘To break up a large percentage of 
the grass land and put it into cultivated 
crops. 

2. For the Government to guarantee 
the labor supply. 

8. For the Government to guarantee 
an adequate farm price for the products 
for at least three years. 

Twenty-five years ago Germany was 
rapidly changing her system of farming 
the same way that it was being changed 
in England; that is, the cheap meat and 
grain supply from the foreign countries 
made it necessary for the German 
farmer to put his land more and more 
into grass crops, and the home food 
supply was rapidly declining. Germany, 
however, has always looked forward to 
the time when she might be isolated by 
a great war and has realized that she 
must maintain her food supply at a 


_maximum productien at all costs. 


A slogan was started by the agrarian 
party that Germany must produce her 
home food supply behind her own guns. 
This campaign was carried on for a 
number of years and finally had the 
support of the German Government se 
that steps were taken to preserve the 
home food supply of Germany. This.

From this it will be seen that all of 
the improved land, approximately three 
millions, is in cultivated crops, and 
eleven millions in hay or improved pas- 
ture land. Most of the improved pas- 
ture land was at one time under plow 
and producing crops. In many cases 
this pasture land is too exhausted to be 
depended on to produce crops now, but 
a part, at least, would be productive 
for a year or two, while most of the land 
in hay is sufficiently fertile to produce 
fair crops with light applications of 
fertilizer. 

When New York is called upon to 
increase her food supply, it will be 
largely by means of diverting more or 
less of the land now in grass to the 
production of cultivated crops. 

While New York produces 2,600,000 
acres of cereals, this is not a particu- 
larly large area for a State of its size. 
Cereals can be produced only on the 
best land, and it is doubtful whether it 
would pay this State to attempt to in- 
crease cereal production very much. 
This could be done so much more easily 
in the Western States, where the and 
and climate are much better adapted to 
the production of cereals on a large 
scale. Cereals are also nonperishable 
products and can be stored or shipped 
long distances. 

It is likely that New York will be 
called upon to produce perishable prod- 
ucts for large cities within her borders 
and also other products of a semi-per- 
ishable nature, like potatoes, cabbage, 
and truck crops, which are generally prv- 
duced near the markets. 

Milk production will be the most im- 
portant function of the State. At pres- 
ent it is probable that two-thirds of the 
cultivated land of New York is used 
largely in producing the milk and dairy 
supplies of New York City and the otfier 
large cities and towns of the State. 
Fresh milk cannot be shipped more than 
two or three hundred miles from the 
place where it is produced, and it would 
be impossible to change the market pro- 
cuction to any other section of.the coun- 
try. This is another reason why it would 
not be practicable to increase grain pro- 
duction, since grain production is ex- 
tensive and takes large areas of land. 

The crops.which New York probably 
will be called upon to increase are 
her potato, cabbage, bean, and truck 
crops. These are largely adapted to the 
State, and are already produced in large 
quantities. We have the equipment, 
machinery, and farmers experienced in 
their production. The potato, at pres- 
ent, is the most important single crop of 
the State, with the exception of hay.

The labor supply sp 
parently will be rearranged as it has 
been in Europe, by diverting it from 
other occupations and also by utilizing 
women and children on farms.. The dis

It is evident that only about 12.6 per 
cent. of our people are engaged in agri- - 
cultural labor: In a case of great emer- 
gency some industries will probably be 
closed down voluntarily or steps might 
be taken to close down temporarily in 
order-to divert the labor to agricultural 
pursuits. This probably will be *neces- 
sary, as raising of an army takes 
a large percentage of able-bodied men 
from productive labor. It is prob 
able, however, that if the emergency 
is great enough this can be met by 
utilizing the labor of women and chik 
dren, as is done in all of the European 
countries. 

It is also probable that before farmers 
can be induced, even under great neces« 
sity, to change their farm organization 
and put out a larger acreage of cultivated 
crops, there will have to be some price 
guaranteed for at least two or three 
years. A large percentage of the farme 
ers are poor men, and the loss of a few. 
hundred dollars would be a serious mat 


‘ter. The present system of farming is 


the result ef long experience and adjust- 
ment te economic conditions in agricul 
ture. If they should double the food pro- 
duction and there should be a sudden Te- 
turm to normal conditions this would 
probably mean ruin, or near it, for most 
farmers who found themselves with » 
large oversu: pply of food products and ne 
market, ° 

Then, to sum up the situation : In 
New York it is probable that we 
attempt to maintain our milk supply and 
increase the production of 
bean, cabbage, and truck crops, but 
leave the production of increased cereal 
crops to the Western States. The ine 
creased production can be brought 
about by diverting land from grass crops 
to cultivated crops. It may also be nece 
essary to command the labor supply in 
such a way as arbitrarily to. divert labor 
from other occupations to the farms dur 
ing the i times of seed time and 
harvesting, and to make some guarantee 
of price sufficient to justify the reorgan- 
ization of farms for the larger produe- 
tion of food,

France will not win the war by an imi- 
tation of German thorough organization. 
Like every good republic, she will con- 
tinue to be more or less unprepared, eco- 
nomically, industrially. The German way 
is far less the French way than it is the 
English way. The people do not want 
it; Briend’s temperament is not one te 
impose it. . 

“We are like an old-fashioned ménage,”

Just as the French people are made 
with smaller bones arid a more delicate 
nervous organization than their foe, se 
they must-tse their own qualities in pre- 
paring the nation for the final test. The 
French way cannot be the Prussian way 
of food dictator, labor dictator, and so 
on; it must leave a larger play for the 
individual than that. It will be more 
cerebral than that!

They have 
enough untapped resources and suffi- 
cient determination, as strong as that ef 
the English, to “see it through” to a 
real conclusion, no matter how leng it 
may take, But the French feel that they 
have_ endured long enough; they want te 
finish with it rapidly, brilliantly. In other 
words, skill, ingenuity, resourcefulness, 
audacity, as well as nerve and courage, 
must take the place of brute pressure, 
economic grind, slow attrition, toward 
which the war seemed drifting. 

“& la Francaise,” the French would 
redeem the war, carry it to the higher 
levels of skill and daring by the devel- 
opment of artillery, avigtion, specializa~ 
tion in infantry tactics, and so forth, 
Industry and: mere laborionsness will not 
have the lest word in this, the greatest 
of human efforts! So we may expect 


war along the long trench wall, the home 
thrusts of the antagonists at the height 
ef condition—from Germany because she 
must finish with it and from France and .

“We offer services which we can 
guarantee to perform,-because the Na- 
tional American Woman Suffrage Asso- 
ciation has the most efficient country- 
wide organization-of any association of 
women, in the United States.” 

Women have been supposed to lack- 
the mental qualities required to make 
good organizers. Whether this is true 
er not, they-have, within the last decade, 
formed many organizations threughout 
the country, composed of: women 
brought together by all- manner of. in- 
- terests. Mrs. Catt claims that, of these, 
the National American Woman Suffrage. 
Association stands at the head. 

The great political body which the 
National American Woman Suffrage 
Wssociation has become has a, thorough 
Organization in the State, the Congres- 
sional, city, Assembly district, and elec- 
tion district: érganizations, each working 
in co-operation with the othérs, and seek- 
ihg to. obtain further co-operation’ all 
along the line from politicians and public 
officials. Suffrage workers appeal to the 
President, to Congress,.to. the Governors, 
te the different States, Legislatures, 
Assembly district leaders, and election 
district captains, and, in. addition: to all 
this, other members of the suffrage or- 
ganization make their appeals, by house- 
to-house canvass, 

A suffrage publishing company, whose 
first President was Mrs. Cyrus W. Field, _ 
and whose present President is Miss 
Esther Ogden, is one of the important 
auxiliaries of the National American © 
Suffrage Association’s work. - It- has 
proved so successful as a business propo- 


sition that in January of this year, after -. 
two years of work, it declared a dividend- 


of 3 per cent. This publishing. company 
fssues fliers, leaflets, books, pesters, and 
suffrage maps. Incidentally, it produces, 
as an adjunct of the propaganda work, 
playing cards, stationery with “ Votes 
for Women” printed on it, calendars, 
dinner cards, and posteards; also para- 
sols, &c., for use in parades." Last year 
Whis company issued 5,000,000 fliers. 

The national association has a° news 
Bervice which it sends to 6000 news- 


papers. throughout the country. . The 
women in the different parts of the coun- 
try to which it goes keep tab on their 
own papers to see| whether it is used. 
This service goes into all States where 
woman suffrage has not been adopted. 
In Washington, D. C., there is a big 
publicity service which sends out daily

National, State, and city organizations 
have bureaus of speakers, some of whom 
are paid, while others give their service 
free. 

New York City, with its many polit- 
ical ‘problems and pecul , was the 
first city. in which the suffragists or- 
ganized along political lines.

most complete in the country. It worked. 


hard during its-first-big campaign, when

600,000 to $5,750,000. There is no pub- 
lished information regarding the. trade 
of the Central Powers. No official state- 
ment can be made of trade between them | 
and neutral neighbors, either in . our 
products or any other.. No one can affirm 
or deny anything about their total trade 
with the Central Powers. ~That leaves the 
reasqn of changes in their trade in de- 
tail with any single country unexplained. 
The British Export Gazette has calcu- 
lated that Germany has lost $5,000,000,- 

000. of trade during the war. Whoever 


has been accustomed either to buy or'sell 
.owith- her must have supplied himself . 


elsewhere or gone without. As the five 
“economic allies” nevertheless were in 
Jarge and close commercial relations with 
the Teutonic alliance,-it seems neeessary 
to believe that their surplus stocks were 
swept clean in the early stages of the 
war.” The business then was more: im-~ 
portant than now, when it is attracting 
more attention. In 1915 there was no 
blockade of neutrals such as we objected 
to and now are planning to adopt in the 
form-of an embargo, and in 1916 it has 
been. difficult for them: to replenish their 
‘stores of whatever Germany wanted. 

This general survey puts us in posi- 
tion. to-consider specifically our exports 
to the five neutrals. For the fiscal year 
1916 our exports to them were $268,667,- 
000, against $152,614,000 in 1914. The 
distribution: of trade among the five was 
irregular. The Netherlands led the- list 
in total,‘but showed an actual decrease in 
comparison. - Norway ‘showed the larg- 
est’ proportionate increase. Food -being 
the arti¢le whose export té Germany 
through these neutrals causes most com- 
ment,. it is worth while to remark that 
Denmark showed.an increase of :nearly 
$8,000,000 worth of corn alone. The 
Netherlands increased its imports of corn 
from. us by nearly. $4,000,000 worth, and 
of wheat by nearly $7,000,000. But the 
proportions of increase were smaller than 
in the case of “other neutral Europe.” It 
is. possible that the neutrals had. more 
than enough to. eat, but it does not’ neces- 
sarily follow from the quantities which 
‘we sent them. - They. would seem to be no 
more than necessary to supply the defi- 
ciencies from Russia, in particular, and 
other countries whose facilities for com- 
merce are less than ours under present 
conditions. - 

The official: American figures for the 
eight months ended with February, 1917, 
support similar conclusions. Exports in 
all bottoms from all ports were $},249,- 
437,918 in 1915, $1,984,695,718 in 1916, 
and $3,080,002,854 in 1917. If Nerway 
is supplying Germany, it did so with

Germany sinks the vessels of all na- 


-tions indiscriminately. Including Febra- 


ary last, she has sunk during the war 


702 neutral merchantmen. No less than 


340. were Norwégian, the ships of the 
country which surpassed all others in the 


* gain of commerce, which suggested trade 


with Germany in food bought here. Nine- 
ty-six of Denmark’s merchantmen have 
been sunk, -although: the - suggestion is 
that Germany obtained food from Den- 
mark, arid Denmark’s unaccustomed im- 


iports of our corn have been shown. The 


same remark applies to the 97 ships sunk 
by Germany among: Sweden’s merchant 
marine. On the other hand, Holland has 


‘lost only 68 merehantmen, although her 


trade with Germany shows an actual de- 
‘crease this. year, compared with 1914, 
and therefore might be reduced without 
‘damage to Germany’s imports from us 
via Holland. 

It cannet.be said to be proved that 
Germany sinks ships carrying the goods 
she_lacks and refrains from sinking the 
vessels of the country whose trade with 
us shows @ relative decrense. No more 
can be said than that such an inference 
regarding a course.so unlikely may be a 
fair balance to the inference from the 
unusual quantities of goods bought here 
for Germany’s alleged account. 


The case is similar regarding the ton- 


nage built to replace that sunk by Ger- 
many. It is possible that. the United 
States and Norway built shipping for the 
particular purpose of trading-secretly, if 
not. illicitly, with Germany in American 
goods. It seems likelier that they in- 
creased their tonnages for the purpose 
of profiting generally by the known con- 
ditions of the ocean trade in which single 
voyages nearly pay the cost of a ship. 
England is in better position to. judge 
regarding these obscurities than our- 
selves, and has not failed to examine 


the facts with particular care. - It is now 


the equal. interest: of England and our- 
selves that our trade.shall not strengthen 
Germany, and England: has reached: the 
conclusion that the increase of Norway’s 
trade with the United States is no’sign 
of trade with Germany. That. is the 
declaration of the British. War Trade 
Statistical Department, which the Nor- 
wegian Vice Consul, Mr: Aall, has re- 
ferred to in Tut Ties. The-memoran- 
says: “The 
only true. test as to whether. or not the 
imports of neutral countries are now ex- 
cessive is to be found-in a comparison of 
their present and pre-war imports from 
all sources, Statistics of this nature are 
in the possession of his Majesty’s Gov- 
ernment, and they show conclusively that. 
the large increase in imports from the 
United States. can only be due to the-re- 


distribution’ of the sources of supply,’ 


which has been one of the consequences 
of the war.” -If that is the case, it fol- 
lows that it is our right,even our duty, 
to protect the trade which: Germany. is 
attacking. 
from feeding hungry friendly nations. 
Their right to food and our right to profit 
may rest. on England’s statement of the 
case. It does not-follow that the pending 


embargo proposals’ aré unnecessary... 


Neither. does it.follow..that..we should 
adopt the British blockade, which we 
have condemned and England has recon- 


sidered. Mr. Hoover suggests the al- ~ 


ternative, for the successful operation of 
which powers of control of international 


trade are necessary. In his letter of ac- © 
ceptance of the administration of our 


food supply Mr. Hoover says: 

It is obvious that our allies must have the 
first call on our food surplus. If we are to 
divert our man and woman power to furnish 
foodstuffs to neutrals they must be compelled 
to give some equivalent service to our-allies. 
They. can furnish shipping or commodities 

or manufactures whieh our allies need in re- 
turn for ‘food from us.

“Barry Thaw is not typical of the 
!American youth of today, simply because 
he has gone further than the average 
does go. He has killed a mam and has 
been 2 national, spectacular disgrace. But 
hun@reds' of thousands of the young 
men of the country are on the Thaw read 
because discipline of the youth of the 


nation has been put into the discard, and 


these hundreds of thousands are just as 


useless to themselves and their communi- 


ties as a Thaw. I do not refer merely 
to the dissolute sons of foolish milfion- 
aires, who waste their fortunes and them- 
selves, but afso to the undisciplined sons 
of the poor who waste their opportunities 
and add to the country’s ever-growing 
total ef inefficiency, 

“This trouble is not a class affair at 
all. {it is general to the entire country. 
Lack of discipline is as pernicious in an 
east side tenement as in a household on 
Tifth Avenue. : 

“The immigrants themselves are good 
stock for us to have. The country could 
not do its work without them. They are 

obedient, industrious werkers, 
giving an honest return forall they get. 
But the one thing they cannot seem to do 
is to discipline and control thelr ewn 
children born in this country, ‘The 


American conditions are too much fer the 


foreign parents in that respect. 
~ “I know ef a decent, hard-working fer- 








‘eign parent who boxed the ears of a 
daughter in order to get her home from a 
notorious resort, where she was going 
straight to the devil. But the daughter 
knew ‘the ways. of America better than 
‘the father. She had him arrested for as- 
‘sault. He lost his job and went to jail, 
and that was the end of the restraint. 

“ Now, this evil which I have just hint- 
ed at is something that even the great- 
ness of the United States cannot with- 
stand for many generations. The coun- 
try has got to sweat itself back to a state 
of purity. It has got to do it- by work 
and discipline under a system which is 
backed by an authority that nobody can 
defy or question. I know of no system 
that. will do this other than one of uni- 
versal military training, and I know of 
no authority in this country that t 
be defied successfully except the Federal 
authority of the United States Govern- 
ment. 

“It is a waste of time to talk of mili- 
tary training in the schools, for there is 
no authority back of any school system 
in the country that is rigid enough to 
meet the situation, The State militia is a 
farce, at least in this connection, There 
is no discipline and can be no discipline 
such as this nation must teach itself out- 
side of the United States Army. And

“T know there are those who denounce 
unquestioning obedience as a relic of 
barbarism, and they find in it the cause

cases-is the polite name for selfishness 
and disloyalty and various other ills, has 
carried us off our feet. It is thriving in 
‘the schools because it. is the easy, lazy 
thing for the teacher to let the pupils 
do as they like. It is thriving in the

Furthermore, there is no 
democracy in athletics as we run them in 
this country. Can you imagine anything 
less democratic than making heroes out 
of eleven boys in a school and using the 
other hundreds or thousands in that’same 
school merely, as hero worshippers with 
no capacity developed in them for being 
anything else? The most hopeful and 
most wholesome thing that is being done 
in the country now is the development of 
the Boy Scout work, but that goes only a 
little way toward the goal we have got te 
reach for national salvation.

Though Technically a Limited. Monarchy, Hohenzollern Rule 
Imposes aarti on Empire Through Prussian Overlordship _ 


OTHING more irritated the

_to “German autecracy.” 


They went up and down the 
land ing that the German Empire 
was a union of four kingdoms, 
six grand duchies, five duchies, seven 
principalities, and three city republics, 
together with the imperial territory of 
Alsace-Lorraine; that the German Em- 
peror was only the hereditary President 


ef this federation, with no powers save. 


those delegated to him by the Constitu- 
tion; that he had no right of veto over 
the laws passed by the Parliament; that 
hé could not declare war without the 
consent of the Federal Council; in short, 
that he was a much less powerful official 
than the President of the United States, 
and that American assertions to the con- 
trary were merely the wild misstate- 
\ ments of ignorant persons. 

Lately reference to German autocracy 
has been made in a widely read public 


document by Woodrow Wilson, a man 


expertly acquainted with the theory and 
practice of political systems the world 
over, who has emphasized a very great 
difference between his own position as 
powerful head of a democracy and that 
of “autocratic Governments backed by 
organized force which is controlled 
wholly by their will, not by the will of 
their people.” So it may be pertinent to 
set forth just what elements of autoc- 


saty:thebe gue in. Gis: Siomean Const 


tution. 
Consideratiori must be given to the fact 
that, in Germany as well as in America, 


custom has supplemented the provisions — 


of the written Constitution te some ex- 
tent, in both cases tending to the ag- 
grandizement of the Executive, as well as 
_to increasing the influence of spiritual 
and economic factors-on the functioning 
of constitutional authorities. The present 
treatment regards. purely the constitu- 
tional prerogatives of the Emperor-King, 
including those to which custom and pre- 
cedent have given force regarded as bind- 
ing. On some points the balance of opinion 
or the weight of precedent must be cited, 
rather than demonstrable fact. Political 
philosophy, and particularly constitutional 
theory, offers almost as wide a field as 
theology for metaphysical speculation, 
and the hair-splitting subtleties of some 
students of the dual personality of the 
Gerrhan Emperor-King of Prussia would 
do credit to commentators on the doc- 
trine of the Trinity. 

However, taking the constitutional 
powers alone; the American President 


would be as powerful as the German-Em- - 


peror under the following conditions: 

If he acquired his office by heredity 
and held it for life, irresponsibly. 

If the Senate were the chief lawmak- 
ing body, with some executive and judi- 
cial powers, and he personally appointed 
more than a third of the Senate. 

If this third had the right of veto, not 
enly on constitutional amendments, but 
on changes in the laws relating to the 
army, navy, and revenue. 

If he appointed the Chairman of the 
Senate, who had general control of the 
Business of that body, and was likewise 
head of ali the administrative depart- 
ments of the Federal Government, ex- 
cept the army, and responsible to the 
President alone. 

If he could declare offensive war with 
the consent of the Senate, and defensive 
war without its consent, and if he were 
the sole judge as to whether a given con- 
flict were offensive or defensive. 

If, in addition to being President of 
the United States, he were King in his 
own right of the State of New York, 
head of a highly monarchical‘Government 
which was oligarchic in such measure 
as it was not monarchical, and supreme 
pontiff of the State Church; and if the 
State of New York incladed about two- 
thirds of the area and population of 
the United States. 

The majority of these powers come to 
the German Emperor as King of Prus- 
sia, but the peculiar position of Prussia 
and of its King is an essential part of 


- 


Germany, and the cohesion of the Ger- 
man Empire, at least at the outset, 
demanded a strong and dominant Prus- 
sia. President Lowell of Harvard ob- 
serves, “It is hardly too much to say 
that Prussia rules Germany with the 
advice and assistance of the other 
States ”; and again, “ The German Con- 
stitution suggests a contract between 
the lion and the fox, or, better, between 
a lion, half a dozen foxes, miaed a@ score 
of field mice.”

The Reichstag, because it is the popu- 
jar assembly and the place where popu- 
lar discontent finds most frequent ex- 
pression, has received a measure of at- 
tention in outside countries far greater 
than its importance merits. Its mem- 
bers are chosen for five years by uni- 
versal and equal suffrage of all Germans 
over 25, voting wherever in the empire 
they may happen to reside, with the ex- 
ception of soldiers and sailors in active 
service—an exception which has some 
importance at the present time. The 
apportionment basis was established in 
1870, and has never been changed since, 
with the result that Berlin, with one- 
thirtieth of the population of the empire, 
elects only six of the 397 members, and 
other large cities of recent rapid growth 
which, like Berlin, would be apt to elect

the Imperiol Chancellor on the policies 
of the Government, but has not the right 
of interpellation. When it finds itself 
so seriously at variance with the Chan- 
cellor’s policies that it refuses to pass 
measures essential to his plans it may 
be dissolved by the Bundesrat with the 
consent of the Emperor, and a new Reichs- 
tag may be elected. Since the Chancellor 
is President of the Bundesrat and head 
of the Prussian delegation in that body, 
this will probably mean that it is dis- 
solved by the Chancellor. 

Far more powerful is the Bundesrat— 
so powerful that constitutional theorists 
have frequently asserted that it is really 
the sovereign, developing Bismarck’s 
statement shortly after the foundation 
of the empire that “the sovereignty re- 
sides in the totality of the allied Govern- 
ments.” The Bundesrat undoubtedly 
represents the totality of the allied Gov- 
ernments. , 

Prussia has herself seventeen of the 
fifty-eight representatives, and controls 
besides the two votes of Brunswick, 
which was administered by a Prussian 
regent from 1884 till the reconciliation 
of the ducal family with the empire, 
cemented by the marriage of the heir to 
Brunswick with the Princess Victoria 
Luise, daughter of Kaiser Wilhelm II., 
in 1913, and the one vote of Waldeck, 
whose Prince sold the administration of 
his dominion to the King of Prussia. The 
smailer northern States, whose armies 
are absorbed in that of Prussia, and 
whose social, business, and administra- 
tive life is dominated by her, usually 
side with her, so that she has a clear 
majority. In any event, only fourteen 
votes are required to block a constitu- 
tional amendment, and the Constitution 
gives to the Prussian delegation as such 
the right to veto proposed changes af- 
fecting the army and navy or the rev- 
enues. ¥ 

Prussia, moreover, has the right to 
decide in case of a tie vote, and has the 
Chairmanship of every important com- 
mittee except that on foreign affairs. 
In this committee, too, Prussia domi- 
nates, for it is her function to consult 
with the Imperial Chancellor, who is also 
the Prussian Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
on that side of the Federal Government’s 
activities, which he supervises as head of 
all administrative departments. Since 


the German Emperor as King of Prossiy 
nominates the seventeen representa’ 
of that State, it will be seen that his 


trol over the Bundesrat is so great as te: -

Since the Bundesrat has much to 
with the of the laws—and 
federal laws in Germany are adminis- 
tered by officials of the State Govertle 
ments—miany of its members are Minis 
ters or other dignitaries of the States, 

Such departments as the navy, 
(which, unlike the army, is under the 
control of the Federal Government, 
largely because when the North Gere 
man Confederation was established im 
1867 Prussia was the only State 
had any navy at all,) the Im 
Treasury, Foreign Affairs, Post 
and Telegraph, (except in Bavaria 
Wiirttemberg, where this department 
controlled by the State,) are di 
by Secretaries of State. But these are 
the Chancellor’s subordinates, not hia 
colleagues—in theory only his executive 
clerks. Instead of a group of Ministers 
chosen by the-leaders of the party, and 
collectively responsible to Parliament, 
as in England and the countries which 


‘have modeled their Governments on the 


English Parliamentary system; the Germ 
man, Empire has one Minister controlling 
all departments, appointed by the Em- 
peror and in effect (for his nominal re- 
sponsibility to Parliament for the laws 
which he countersigns has been ignored 
by successive Chancellors, and in= 
variably with success) answerable to 
the Emperor alone. 

Thus the machinery of government, 
aside from the Emperor, consists of a 
gerrymandered and ineffectual popular 
chamber, a Federal Council usually domi- 
nated and-always kept in check by the 


representatives of the chief State, who se 


are appointed by the Emperor as King 
of ‘that State, and a Grand Vizier whe 
depends on the Emperor, in theory, as 
directly as a private secretary. 

Of the powers expressly delegated te 
the Emperor the chief is that of Com- 
mander in Chief of the Army and Navy. 
Cognate with this is the right of making 


‘defensive war without consultation with 
‘anybody, and offensive war with the 


sanction of the Bundesrat, as well as that 
of declaring martial law, (except in Ba- 
varia and Wiirttemberg,) when he thinks 
that the public safety requires it.

~ So the German Emperor had at his 
command at any time, for service in any 
war which he might declare on his own 
initiative if there were plausible pretext 
for alleging a hostile “attack, the most 
powerful army in the world, of which 
more than three-fourths was Prussian. 
‘And this leads 0 ‘cdnsideration of the 
influence which “a Hohenzollern Emperor 
commands by virtue of his being King of 
Prussia. ; 

This State has the prestige of having 
united Germany.’ It contains two-thirds 
of Germany’s population. Its army was 
the unchallenged champion ‘of Europe up - 


’ till the Marne. The Imperiat Chancellor, 
- executive head of the Imperial Govern- 


ment under the Emperor, is, and: must 
be, also the dominant power in the Pras- 
sian Government.

war. The Prussian-constitution was pro- 
mulgated in 1850, and last modified, by 
royal decree, in 1855. The electoral fran- 
chise was not unreasonable at that time, 
when Germans had but ijately shown no- 
torious incapacity for popular govern- 
ment, but its retention to this day re- 
mains a flagrant scandal.

It was not, of course, an accidental 
catholicity, or one prompted by outside 
judgment, that determined Mr. Johnson 
to put Manet and Sargent in the same 
collection with Rubens and Correggio. 
His ideal of the exceedingly difficult art 
of collecting was early formed and con- 
sistently held. In 1892, after a week’s 
run through the galleries of Berlin and 
Holland, he published in The Philadel- 
phia Press an article embodying some 
of his impressions. He wrote with the 
emphasis and fervor of a collector with 
convictions, and any one reading. this 
clearly and vividly. expressed statement 
of his impressions and beliefs will see 
his collection with fresh understanding. 

“It will be. well for those .who. are 
yielding to the tendency growing .in 
America to collect old masters to be 
most careful. If names alone be sought 
for, names, and not. works of art,. will 
be secured at much. expense of money, 
and with a.certainty of future worry, 
through challenges of genuineness. If 
nothing be accepted not. beautiful in 
itself and able to rest upon its own in- 
trinsic merit, the collector must have 
enormous wealth, and also a degree of 
knowledge and experience possessed - by 
few if any in this country. Pedigrees 
are either manufactured; or -if genuine, 


usually begin a century too late. With® 


care, taste,-and .experience, sufficient- 
that is delightful and not too high priced’ 
can be obtained to enhance. greatly the 
artistic value of a collection consisting 
mainly of modern works. The Secretan 
collection: was, formed upon: the correct 
principle, viz., that of admitting évery- 
thing good, whether old’ or new. It 
demonstrated. that art is not of one 
eentury only, nor of one country, that 
the best art is nearly upon the same 
plane, and that it is possible to hang 
without jar, side by side works of the 
masters of the seventeenth and of. the 
nineteenth century. As it would be a 
mistake to form a modern collection with 
the idea that modern art is represented 
but by five or six men, so it would be 
to fill a gallery with old masters alone. 
Art is many-sided, of all ages and of 
many men.”.

Be- 
sides its luminosity, its beauty of line 
and modeling and intrinsic merit, this 
picture is precious because it marks a 
stage in the artist’s career.” This lovely 
and serene figure is the finest example 
of Corot’s work in this kind known to the 
present writer. Its classic repose is as- 
sociated: with another quality not less 
classic although commonly spoken.of as 
the discovery of the modern -sehools, 
potentiality of motion. Corot has-de- 
scribed his method with his models. He 
let them move about, laugh, sing, change 
pose as they liked; very much as Rodin 
releases his models from. all classroom 
restrictions.. “I am not one of those spe- 
cialists who paint le morceau,” he said; 
“my aim is to express life. I must have 
a model who moves about.” - And for re- 
ward he gained the applause of a few 
discerning ones like Flandrin, who said 
that “ tuis devil of a man puts something 
into his figures that the specialists can- 
not put into theirs.” In the presence of 
Mr. Johnson’s “Baigneuse”  Corot’s 
power and full individuality are evoked. 
He is-no longer confined to his réle of the 
painter of sweet dawns and tremulous 
evenings, he is the poet of humanity. 
Another modern masterpiece by a 
painter inadequately represented im 
America is a bathing scene by Daumier. 
In the foreground in a bathing suit a man 
stoops to hold a’ fat little child up to its 
knees in water. At the right at the foot 
of a sandy bank a woman is seated and 
‘by her side a little boy, nude to the waist, 
whose shoulders are hunched up as he 


leans back. on his hands. On the left -is 


the figure of a woman wrapped in a long 
cloak, and beyond a man has reached the 
top of the bank and is about to disappear 
behind a dark drab building. The color 
is fresher than in the paintings of street 


scenes and advocates by which Daumier . 


is best known, and within the strong 
bounding lines has a flowerlike gayety. 
It is one of the most ingratiating prod- 
ucts of Daumier’s genius, 
! With these pictures eloquent of French 
sériousness and intelligence Whistler's 
“Lange Leizen” takes its’ place quite 
naturally. The subject is a young woman

nese vase in one hand and a paint brush 
in the other. -It recally’ the period in 
French nineteenth-centuzy art when Ori- 
ental influences made themselves felt 
among the little group. with which 
Whistler was associated—Fantin Latour, 
Manet, Tissot, Braquemond. The en- 
thusiasm for the art of the Far East

some time. The formation of the other 
side. has been the object of the present 
fighting which has crystallized on the 
three-mile front between the Scarpe and 
Sensee Rivers. 

In the centre of this small stretch is 
found the village of Monchy, which, inci- 
dentally, the British also hold.

The importance of this point 
is that it is the highest by over a 
hundred feet anywhere’ between these 
two rivers until the canal is reached—a 
distance of about ten miles. This makes 
it a most important point of observation. 
Such an observation point is among the 
most important things in modern war, 
the thing which has -made the airplane 
andthe observation bailoons of such 
vital importance. 
has made the German reaction a neces- 
sity; made it almost vital that the Brit- 
ish be pushed back. 

Enormous concentrations have been 
effected on this narrow front, but on 
account of the absence of material undu- 
lations of ground and of natural cover in 
the way of trees—for the country is 
almost devoid of woods—it has been 
impossible for the Germans to keep these 
concentrations under protection in time 
for the counterattack. to be launched. 
The résult has been that almost from 
the beginning of the attack they have 
been exposed to artillery fire and then 
to machine gun and rifle fire, so that 
they havé never been able to. retake a 
foot of trench since the present British 
line was established.

In this last advance the British cap- 
tured all the high ground west of the 
canal between it and Havrincourt and 
are now looking down tothe floor of 
the Scheldt Valley. Here, too, they have 
all the advantage of terrain. It will be 
difficult to keep them from taking Mar- 
coing at the bend of the canal and from 
cleaning out the country west of the 
canal between that point and Vendhuile. 
This will place their lines within four 
miles of Cambrai and bring the railroads 
which enter and leave the town from the 
east under fairly close range of artil- 
lery of all calibres. Here, however, there 
will be a delay, for the same reason as 


river obstacle. 

The British gains on the whole have 
been noteworthy during the week, large- 
ly because of the losses they have in- 


flicted and by, the fact that. in the pres- 
ent situation, even a small gain may well 
have a widespread effect. But the al 
that the British are forging ahead -an 
that the Germans seem unable to = 
them does not mean that the end is in 
sight.

It will be many months 
before a military decision can be 
reached and, if we may judge from the 
statements of American authorities who 
have returned recently, an economic de- 
cision is no nearer. : 

The other interesting military theatre 
continues te be Mesopotamia. Here the 
disorganized condition of the Turks con- 
tinues and they are still ufable to make 
effective resistance ‘to the British ad- 
vance the Tigris River. It was ex- 
pected that they would concentrate be- 
tween the Diala and the _ Shatt-el- 
Adhaim, debouthing possibly from the 
Hamrin Hills, and endeavor to defeat 
the British in the plain between the two 
streams. This they really did, but the 
British evidently struck first before the 
concentration was complete, defeated the 
Turks near Kifri and drove them back 
into the mountains. 

On the Tigris front the resistance of 
the Turks was weak and ineffective. 
Defeated at all points they fell back up 
the railroad to Samara, which they held 
for several days. They were finall 
driven out of here‘ also and are still 
ceiting pack on both sides-of the Shatt- 
el-Ad 

It would be interesting to know just 
what the rallroad situation is in this sec- 
tion, as it would give us a much mo 
definite clue to the entire situation. T 
latest map of that country—the British 
War Office map of 1916—shows the rail- 
road from Bagdad terminating at Sa- 
mors. = the British report mentions 

en of both engines and freight 
an pA gpa naturally arises as to 
how this roll stock was ever placed on 
this section of the railroad unless the 
road is completed, at least cetoporartily.

African Service Medal, and was honor- 
ably discharged. He went to France in 
August, 1914, and was in his first en- 
gagement on Aug. -25, 26, 27, and 28, 
when he was “ gassed,’ 

' “ He told me that the physical condi- 
tion .produced by gas was similar to 
pneumonia in several respects, one being 
a contraction of the chest which makes 
it impossible for the patient to lie down. 
The ; atients, himself included, were 
carried into the hospital,.set up against 
a wall, and immediately placed under 
the influence of morphine. He. said it 
had been found that morphine was the 
only thing that would relieve a sufferer 
from the effects of gas. 

“ As soon as the patients were able to 
help themselves and to usé a hypo- 
dermic a mixture of this morphine solu- 
titon was put on a table within -their 
reach, and they were allowed to use it 
as often as they felt inclined, 


“Now, this soldier was not aware 
that he was becoming a morphine ad- 
dict, but in those three months he be- 
eame one. The treatment followed in 
his case was the usual one, and, so far 
as his observations went, each of the 
gas victims who entered the hospital 
for treatment left it a confirmed drug 
user. 2 


““He returned to the front. and took 
part in the Hill 60 engagement, where 
his battalion was wiped out—the Elev- 
enth Battalion of the Black Watch. He 
stood for an hour and a quarter at roll 
call, and was the only man who an- 
swered to his name. But he was wound- 
ed and went again to the hospital. He 
told them that he was up against the 
morphine habit, and they gave him what 
morphine he needed while there. 

“He feft that hospital and joined the 
Royal Engineers, was again wounded, 
again went to the hospital for three 
weeks,:in March, 1915, and again was 
supplied with the drug during that 
time.. Then he was sent to the, Somme 
front, where it was trench fighting. But 
He was. still able to get the drug in any 
quantity from civilians. As he put it 
to me: ‘ Thousands and thousands of 
dollars’, worth of drugs are being sold 
by the women who are foliowing the 
army.’ 

“It is the firm conviction of this man 
that aJI: those who have been through 
the war from the first afid have been 
‘ gassed’ aré takers of the drug. P 

‘On July 27,;°1015, his officers had 
ordered the blowing up of a trench. 
My friend. started with.a crew of eleven 
men to cross 275 feet of tunnel toward 
the enemy, when, after reaching half 
the distance, shelis from: the Austrian 
guns fell short and blew the. tunnelers 
to pleces. Where had been a tunnel 
was now only a-hole.

muda with the nurse: He stayed there 
about two weeks, but his cough. got 
no better and he came back. -He then 
went into the Maine woods, where he 
tried to rid himself’ of thé drug habit, 
but féund he could not. The open air 
did cure his cough, and he retyrned 
to Boston determined to conquer his 
sddiction to drugs. A physician pre- 
scribed for him~for four weeks, and 


end of that time ashe had been at. the 
beginning. 

“This man.told me that he was very 
discouraged, and had made up his mind 
to shoot himself, Hetalked the mat- 
ter over with his wife, and they came 
to New York and saw me. He had 
only $71 left when ‘he reached New 
York. I gave him the best room in the 
house, feeling that I owed it to ‘the 
boys over there in Burope to do some- 
thing. He is cured.

The Success of the Century. 

The man who compiles the statistics 
of theatrical receipts for Variety, a 
theatrical weekly, is authority for the 
statement that the aggregate receipts 
for the season at the, Century were in 
excess of $1,100,000, and that the net 
profit was $360,000. The statistician is 
so generally reliable as to cause the 
managers unhappiness when his figures 
are less flattering, so it is to be as- 
Psunted that these are fairly accurate. 
The agencies bought out practically the 
entire orchestra floor for the figst 
twenty-four weeks of the run, which 
would go a long way toward making 
up this.sum. Small wonder then that 
Messrs. Dillingham and Ziegfeld are 
already at work on next season’s show. 
They have engaged Raymond Hitchcock 
as one of the principal comedians, and 
have announced their intention of ad- 
hering to the policy of a cast of stars.

HE death of Dave Moritgomery’ 
ended a partnefship unique’, in’ 
the American . theatre. For.a 

: dozen years the names *‘ Mont-' 
gomery and Stone ”. have been the halj- | 
ma of musi¢cal comedy de luxe; in all 
of that time, playing continuously, they 
needed only four plays, so widespread 
was their, popularity. And now Mont- 
gomery has taken his last terrestial, cur- 
tain call,and. hereafter Fred Stone's 
name. will stand alone on the hoardings, 
for he -has- stated. that no one will seer 
take his comrade’s place. 

The story of Montgomery and stead js 
an inspiring one of loyalty in a profes- 
sion in which jealousy and. envy are 
qualities more often met with, For 
twenty-two years the partners ‘were 
on the most intimate and friendly terms. 
They shared the same triumphs, and the 
same dressing room, a test of friendship 
that only the most sincere can stand. On 
the occasion of the twentieth anniversary 
of their association Mr. Stone thus 
described their relations: : 

‘* Dave and I have been together twen- 
During most of. that time we 
have shared the same dressing room. 
We have been together morning; noon 
and night for all the playing ‘months of 
the year, and in all that time wé haven’t 
had as. many quarrels as the‘ average 
man and wife have in a week. As soon 
as our sedson is over we pack our grips 
and set out in directly opposite direc- 
If I decide to-go to Southern 
California to fish, Dave chooses Alaska 
b If I have a lean- 
ing toward big game, Dave takes a trip 
‘to Europe so that there is at least 5,000 
miles between us. Two or three months 
of that and we can stand each other 
again. In fact when Dave and I .meet 
after our’ separation we are better 
‘friends than ever.”’ 

This unusual comradeship began in 
1895,in Galveston, Texas. The two were 
born in the Middle West—Montgomery 
in Missouri and Stone in Colorado—and 
they first became acquainted in St. Jo- 
seph, the former's native city. As a boy 
Fred. Stone was consumed with a desire 
to bétome an acrobat, and his wander- 
ings 48a member Of an acrobatic team, 
of which ‘his brother Ed, who played 
the Cow'in “The Wizard of Oz," was 
the other half, took him to the Missouri 
city, where Montgomery was working in 
a railroad office and satisfying his ar- 
tistic urge by appearing as a song and 
dance artist and contortionist at enter- 
tainments given by the Woodmen of the 
World or the car-barn boys. 

So when some years later chance 
caused their paths to cross in Galveston 


cornerstone. of their future partnership. 
Stone had been performing with circuses 
and had drifted into stock, which was 
then at its melodramatic zenith and de- 
manded of its villains and heroes a cer- 
tain acrobatic virtuosity. He had been 
playing in such a stock company in Gal- 
veston for several seasons when Hav- 
erly’s Minstrels came to town. Standing 
on the corner watching the street parade 
Stone recognized the face of Dave Mont- 
gomery peering out from the disguise of 
linen duster and high hat. The two: ex- 
changed greetings and when they met 
after the parade Montgomery suggested 
that Stone join the troupe. The’ 
said that* Willie Odell, with whom he 
worked in the show, was a bit unreli- 
able and he thought Captain Jack Hav- 
erly might’ engage Stone ‘2 take his 
place. 

,Captain Jack accepted ERK suggestion 
and Stone joined the company inheriting 
Odell’s duster, which was several sizes 
too short for ‘him, and Odell’s place in 
the show. <A few days later the min- 
strels reached New Orleans and disband- 
ed for lack of funds. It was in the 
Louisiana cjty, that the team of Mont- 
gomery and Stone was born. Stranded 


| without a cent the pair found employ- 


ment in a music hall run in conjunction 
with the Royal saloon and café. Their’ 
‘principal remuneration was board and 
room, though there, was’no great abun- 
dance of the former, and the two often 
recounted in their subsequent prosperous 
days how they haunted the oyster bar 
and filled up on bivalves in an’effort to 
assuage the gnawnings of hunger.

Some years ago, when Mr. Edison was 
experimenting with talking motion pic- 
tures, Mr. Humphrey was engaged to 
spéak for the descriptive record that ex- 
plained the device. One day a party of 
distinguished engineers attending a con- 
vention in. New York visited thé Edison 
laboratories and witnessed a demonstra- 
tion of the talking movies. When it 
was over one of the visitors told Mr. 


Edison he ould like to meet the man}, 


behind the. screen who did the talking. 

The inventor knew that Mr. Hum- 
phrey’s voice was unusual in reproduc- 
tive quality, and this mistake on the 
part of the distinguished visitor em- 
phasized its perfection for that kind of 
work. So Mr. Humphrey became one of 
the Edison Company's regular artists, 
He madeé a number of phonograph talk- 
ing-machirie records of various standard 
poems, and spoke intp the recorder the 
Stories of operas engraved on the re- 
verse side of disks bearing records of 
selections from those operas. Altogether 
Mr. Humphrey has made about 250 rec- 
ords for the various manufacturers of 
talking machines. |

Ride away from the war for a few 
hours... This seems to bé the keynote 
to. Spring touring plans. The early 
season will be marked by many short 
trips, according to inquiries at the tour- 
ing bureaus of the Automobile Club of 
‘America and the American Automobile 
Association. An excursion into the 
country by way of automobile is con- 
sidered the best way of escaping. for.a 
short period’ from war thoughts and the 
work of preparedness, not in any sense 
of slacking, but to keep the spirit fresh 
that there may be the more readiness 
to respond to whatever aid the country 
calls for. ; 

Not so many gay parties will be seen 
on the roads this season, and lavishness 
will be ayoided, just as menus in the 
clubs are being cut down to simpler 


forms, but there is no doubt, from the! 


present situation, that the highways 
will be thronged with cars during the 
week ends. In fact as the need of re- 
‘ laxation from the cares of the war may 
result in an increase of short tours and 
some who hitherto have used cars little 
or none at all may find that the main- 
tenance of efficiency by them calls for 
@ once-a-week trip in an auto. 

Roads are not yet in condition for 
Many runs into the. country, but this 
one, to Lakewood, prepared by the 
Automobile Club of America, may be 
taken now, as follows: 

Each of the two’ principal exits from 
New York that are available to motor- 
ists en route to. Lakewood has certain 
features that make it the better one to 
follow, and the individual] motorist must 
decide which to use according to his in- 
dividual viewpoint. The route via hg 
second Street Ferry and Newark il 
avoid \the traffic-congested streets of 
lower Manhattan leading to the Battery; 
that by way of the ferry from the Bat- 
-tery to St. George, Staten Island, is 
‘usually preferred on Sundays and holi- 
cays. when the traffic is negligible. 

hese routes come together at Perth 
Amboy, though an alternative continues 
on the Lincoln Highway from Rahway to 
New Bruiswick and proceeds thence on 
the Cranbury Pike via Dayton and 
Hightstown to Freehold. 

A further choige of roads presents it- 
self at Keyport, the direct road leading 
south over surface which, though fairly 
gcod in fine weather, is soft and deeply 
rutted in places, and after rain‘s apt to 
be extremely difficult. This route tra- 
verses Matawan, Freehold, Adelphia, 
and Farmingdale to Lakewood, while an 
alternative route continues east of Key- 
pert through Atlantic Highlands to the 
Atlantic Coast and‘turns south alon; 
the seaboard by way of Seabright an 
Long Branch to Asbury Park. rere the 
road turns inland and reaches Lakewood 
via Hamilton, Farmingdale, and the 


Squankum Pike, though it is also feasi- 
ble to keep on: via Spring Lake to. Point 
Pleasant and to arrive at the destina- 
tion by way of Burrsville and Ocean 
Avenue. , ’ 

On leaving the clubhouse for the Bat- 
tery the route most generally followed 
leads east to Fifth: Avenue and south 
along the avenue to Washington Square. 
From there Fourth Street is followed 
east to Fourth Avenue, where a right 
turn-is made and a southerly direction 
) taken along Lafayette Street as far as 
Chambers Street. A right tudrn_ on 
Ghambers Street, north of the City Hall, 
leads to Broadway, where the route once 
L more turns south to Bowling Green and, 
wia State Street, to the Staten Island 
Ferry at the Battery. 

The municfpal ferryboats leave about 
eyery fifteen minutes and complete the 
trip across the Harbor to St. George in 
about twenty-five minutes. 

From St. George the going is fainly 
| good, on the whole, by either: the Amboy 
| Road, through Stapleton, New Dorp, and 
Princes Bay, or by the undulating sur- 
| face of the Richmond Turnpike past Sil- 
| ver Lake Park, with its newly completed 
| lakes and drives, to Bulls Head Corner, 
‘and thence via Old Stone Road and Fresh 
Kills Road to Tottenville. Of the two 
routes across Statén Island; the Rich- 
mond Turnpike one is less generally used 
in spite of its being in as good condition 
at present as the Amboy Road, though, 
with the exception of a few sections on 
the latter road, neither are bad. At 
Tottenville the ferry, which runs about 
every twenty minutes, is taken across 
the Arthur Kill to Perth Amboy. 

The alternative exit from the city is 
made by following Eighth Avenue south | 
to.’ Forty-third. Street for the Forty- 
second Street ferry to. Weehawken. On 
the New Jersey side of the river, the 
route ascends the hill.and crosses Ber- 
genline Avenue to the Hudson County 
Boulevard in Union. A _ five-mile run 
south along the boulevard is made to the 
Newark Plank Road, along which a right 
turn is made for Newark. Motorists 
should be careful to take the Plank Road 
and not Newark Avenue. across. the 
meadows, as the latter road is in an 
atrocious condition in the neighborhood 
of Newark. 

Southward of Newark either Elizabeth 
Avenue or Frelinghuysen Avefue offers 
good surface to Elizabeth, as does also 
the main road via St. George’s Avenue 
and gin Rahway and Woodbridge to 
Perth Amboy. From hway thé main 
road to New Brunswick follows the Lin- 
coln Highway signs through Iselin ‘and 
Metuchen, over surface that is very in- 
different in places, and at New Bruns- 
wick the route leads south via Throop 
Avenue and Stanford- Street for the 
Cranbury Turnpike through Dayton and 
Hightstown, where a left turn leads on 
a good road to Freehold. 

The route from Perth Amboy proceeds 
via High Street and Market Street to 
the long bridge over the Raritan River, 
which has recently been repdired, but 
is hardly adequate for the amount of 
traffic it-has to carry. Through South 
Amboy the best route is via the dark 
and narrow tunnel known as_ the 
“ Hole in the Wall,’’ for, although it is 
too narrow for two vehicles to pass one

The 
appeal was answered immediately and 
the supplies were ordered shipped py the 
New York County Chapter of the so- 
olety. Forty cases containing about 
150,000 gauze bandages are now on their 
way to the base hospitals in the zones. 
behind the present Anglo-French offen- 
sive. More are to be sent as rapidly 
as received to aid the French hospitals, 
now taxed to the utmost to care fur the 
great._numbers of wounded.

The cable asking American aid was re- 
ceived in New York last Friday after- 
noon. The dressings specified were of a 
different character than those usually 
prepared in Red Cross workrooms. No 
available ‘supplies were on hand. Work- 
rooms ofthe New York County Chapter 

at 411 Fifth Avenvfe and Broadway and 
Seventy-sixth Street at once volunteered 
to Albert W. Staub, director of the At- 
lantic Division, to prepare the needed 
bandages. Chapters in the Bronx, West- 
chester, and other places also offered 
aid. To complete as large an emergency 
spent. as possible in time to catch the 
first ship for France,- the workrooms at 
411 Fifth Avenue &nd Broadway and 
Seventy-sixth Street were kept open 
nights and on Sunday. Many women 
gave up their duties at home and other 
engagements, to prepare bandages. Spe- 
a wer machines also were quickly 
installed at 411 Fifth Avenue to cut up 
thousands of yards of gauze into . oper 
lengths for the workers. Nearly half a 
* million zerte ~ gauze’ were used in 
ing the bandages. 
™The Spitth Avenue workroom estab- 
lished a record from Friday night. to 
Monday in the turning Out of completed 
dressings. Ten cases, containing 22,920 
bandages, were prepared in that time. 
Eleven cases were supplied by the work- 
room at Broadway and Seventy-sixth 
Street. 

Raw material for these ‘bandages was 
obtained only after considerable diffi- 
culty and through the aid of the new 
Red Cross Service, of which Otto T. 
Bannard is local manager. Practically 
all factories making gauze have been 
commandeered by the Federal Govern- 

ment. Supplies on the market have vir- 
tually disappeared. Even the needs of 
the American Red Cross must come 
after the Government, and, although it 
has orders placed for large quantities, 
deliveries cannot yet be ‘made. 

Red Cross Service branches recently 
established in all parts of the country 
by the Department of Military Relief 
will co-operate with chapters in all’sim- 
ilar emergencies. Instead of chapters 
competing against each other and 
against other relief organizations in the 

urchase of supplies, the Supply Serv- 
ce is to act as a central purchasing bu- 

‘reau. Materials will then be retailed to 
chapters at cost price.

MRS. DEPEW’S APPEAL. 


Some of the Worst Features of Ger- 
man Retreat. 


On behalf of Mrs. Chauncey Mitchell 
Depew, 2d, and the Allied Hospital at 
Chateau d’Annel, I should like to thank 
you for your kindness in pubiishing my 
appeal for the destitute refugees in-the 
neighborhood of Compiégne. Ag a_re- 
sult we were able to raise and rush over 
by cable nearly $4,000 almost .at once. 

It will interest your readers who were 
good enough to help these helpless peo- 
ple to glance over ‘the: following vivid 
excerpts from letters hastily dispatched 
by Mrs, Depew amid the. scenes she 
describes to relatives here at home: 


{ do nof remember the date I wrot 
you—in fact everything is an snesealeas 

mass of events that have sucteeded cath 
other so fast that no human being could 
keep up with them. I am writing just a 
line now and I have hardly a moment, but 
want you to know that we are all right 
and that our beastly neighbors are 36 kil- 
ometers wey, What this retreat means 
and what lies ahead of us no one knows! 
The last six days have been almost too 
much. We evacuated fifty-five patients in 
four days and were all prepared for an 
atrocious fight. -To the astonishment of all,

I have in a baracque poor 
women and kiddies, ea with a tragedy. 
One has a _ three-months-old baby. Her 
husband and 15-year-old daughter were 
taken by the Germans at 4 o'clock one morn- 
ing. Such:brutes as the *‘ boches’’ are you 
cannot imagine! ..I have never felt the war 
as much as in these last ,few weeks.

The heritage of the past which sees, 
in giving, a means not so much of help- 
ing the needy according to their needs 
as of “‘ acquiring merit.”” .

It 4s the great benefit of the co-opera- 
tive method, not that it gets more or 
better dollars or even more and happier 
givers, but that it unites a city in the 
facing of its social ills and helps it see 
in these something too serious, too com- 
plex and too universal to be made 
either the bane or the sport ‘of any 
small group of citizens. 

Cleveland acknowledges that these 
welfare activities affect the life of every:

LONDON-DELHI IN SIX DAYS 


Hindu Kush Route Is Expected to 
Promote Trade Greatly 
After the War. 


When a gap of only- 550 miles is closed, 
Europe and India will be linked. by rail. 
Already the bridging of 150 miles of 
that gap is under way, so that it will 
soon be cut down.to a mere 400 miles. 
When peace once more comes to the 
world and that 400 miles is finally 
bridged, you may go from the Hook of 
Holland to Delhi without once boarding 


|a vessel. The mail time between London 


and Delhi will be shortened from seven- 
‘teen to six days, the former being the

‘Phe 400-mile. gap is in the Hindu Kush 
‘mountains, between Russian Turkestan 
and-India. - Interesting details about it, 
as; wéll as about other possible routes of 
the. future between “the Occident and 
Orient, are contained in a report to the 
Department of Commerce from, Henry 
D.. Baker, now United States Consul at 
‘Trinidad, _B..W. °I.,. who collected. his 
data when he was Consul. at Bombay 
and Commercial Attaché“at Petrograd. 
The Russian railway system now ends 
at Termez, in Turkestan, only about. 550 


{miles from Peshawar, on the Indian side 


of the famous Khyber Pass, knowh for 
centuries as -the gateway to India» and 
traversed by armies bent on conquest 
since the days of Alexander-the Great. 
In a few months, says Mr. Baker, the 
Russians will complete an extension of 
their railway system from Termez to 
Sarai, near the junction of the Kundus 
and Oxus rivers, where only 400 miles 
will separate the Russian and British 
Indian railways. Whether or not the 
system will be extended so as finally to 
link, up the two systems will depend, 
says Mr. Baker, not only on the British 
and’ Russian Governments, but on the 
making of some sort of arrangement 
with the Amir of Afghanistan, through 
whose country the line would have to 
pass for a short distance. 

With the closing of. the ghp the dis- 
tance by rail from the Hook of Holland, 
the terminus of fast steamships from 
Irgiand, to Delhi would be 5,695 miles, 
divided as follows:

The total distance could be further 
shortened to about.4,918 miles in the 
event of the construction of a railway 
now projected, to run into Russian. 
Turkestan and reach the slopes of the 
Hindu Kush by way of the famous cities 
of Khiva and Bokhara. But as the now 
existing gap will probably be closed be- 
fore the Khiva-Bokhura route can be 
built, the first all-rail travelers from 
Europe to India will probably have to 
traverse the full 5,695 miles, leaving -it 
to those who follow them in after years 
to enjoy ‘the shorter route. 

Mr. Baker writes interestingly of the 
difficulties confronting those who may 
undertake to bridge the Hindu Kush and 
of the possibilities for future communi- 
cation in other contemplated routes be- 
tween the Occident and the Orient. He 
says: 

“In order to make the. connection be- 
tween the Russian and Indian railway 
systems it will be necessary to cross 
from the Oxus River to the basin of the 
Indus River. Between these two basins

and “Turkestan, from the headwaters 


of the Kabul River, flowing east to join 
the Indus River, which drains all North- 
western India. ‘Such a tunnel would, 
it is estimated, be about thirteen miles 
long and would require excavating 
through granite rock. “Except for the 
thirteen miles of tunnel,. the railway 
construction. would be comparatively 
easy,.as it would follow the valley of 
the Kundus on one side of the divide 
and ithe valley o2-the Kabul River on 
the other vide. The average cost per 
mile of the railway, including the tun- 
nel construction, would, it is estimated, 
be about $100,000, and from the estuary 
of the undus River at its junction 
with the Oxus to Peshawar in India 
a distance of about 400 miles, the total 
cost would be about $40,000,000. 

“In addition. to the route between 
Turkestan ang India through the Hindu 
Kush Mountains there are also possible 
routes to connect India with Euro (1) 
by way of- Turkey,.

; Take It Up Need Ex- 
perience, Says Expert. 
Putting women to work on the farm 
is not as easy as it sounds. There are 
many obstacles. to consider, says Mrs.

Mrs. Litt Las 
learned the difficulties since. she he- 
came Chairman, and now has a new 
point of view concerning general agri- 
cultural work. She is a practical farmer 
herself, and believes as’strongly as ever 
that farming is a good business for wo-| 
men, but she would not now turn them 
into agricultural workers promisuously. 


“*T believe in farm work for women,” 
she said the other day, ‘‘and I want 
them to work for me. I have only had 
them to assist a little so far, and in 
talking to-farmers I have learned that 
inexperiericed women: workers are not. 
Wwanied. There are more women already 
farming than we had thought. 

“We don’t’ realize until we come in 
contact with them that the-women in 
the smaller places in the State have 
been doing farm work for a long time, 
and they are a little amu when we 
write from New York City asking them 
to take it up. 


“T have been working my own farm 
at East Patchogue for years... I have 
a heated house, all the comforts of the 
city, and very much more. I wouldn't 
live in the city now. If you are going 
to have a farm you must live on it: I 
have 120: acres and keep four men in 
Summer and two in Winter. Yet people 
say it is not possible to run a farm like 
that with less.than ten men,
